Kilauea Volcano Continues 
To Em 11 Faun ta ins of La va 


Hilo, Hawaii, Sept. 8 (AP*. — A 
fiery cauldron IOO acres in area, w'ith 
sides nearly one-fifth ol a mile high, 
hissed and roared Friday as the 
huge Kilauea volcano continued the 
tossing of fountains of lava within 
its pit. 
There was no sign of ces­ 
sation of the eruption which began 
yesterday. 
Bright 
fires 
burned 
along 
the 
edges of the pit. Seen from the rim 
a thousand feet above, they a p ­ 
peared small, but in reality they 
were giant flames fifty to a hundred 
feet high. 
Tosses Lava Toward Sky 
Before dawn thc volcano put on 
an awesome show', rumbling explo­ 
sively while it tossed lava toward the 
sky. 
T he tremendous heat ascend­ 
ing from the pit caused fierce winds. 
The wild .shrieks of the wind as it 
tore over the plateau mingled with 
throaty rumblings of the volcano 
and m ade more eerie one of earth s 
strangest* sights. 
The spectacle throughout T hurs­ 


day night surpassed in brilliancy 
any seen here by the present gen­ 
eration. 
From villages along the 
seacoast a glow showed blood red 
against the sky, with a background 
darkened by smoke rolling upward. 
Occasionally a subterannean ex­ 
plosion sent a volley of lava rocks 
screaming skyward, where the flam­ 
ing missiles lighted the heavens like 
skyrockets. They slowly burned out 
as they dropped back toward the 
pit. 
The rim of the crater on which 
the spectators stood apparently was 
far enough from thc fire pit to avoid 
danger. 
Special airplanes carried residents 
of

islands 
toward 
Hawaii 
island to witness the spectacle. Ex­ 
cursion steamers were run. 
The stream of automobiles which 
began early Thursday from Hilo 
and other cities up the slopes of 
the m ountain continued undim in­ 
ished throughout the night and to- 
oay.
